Closing Scene# in the Chambers.

GAMBETTA'S GREAT SPEECH.1118 BOLD
ARRAIGNMENT OF THE MINISTRY-CAU¬
TION AND CONSERVATISM OF THE RE¬
PUBLICAN LEADERS-M. THIERd.

fConfs:x>ndence of the Philadelphia Pre«s.J
Parts, June 20..I write under the Im¬

pression of tbe closing scenes of the Cham¬
ber of Deputies. During my residence in
Paris I have been present at many stormy:
sessions of tbe Chamber, but I never wit¬
nessed anything like tbe recent proceed¬
ings. Gam'bftta is an exceedingly irritating
speaker. He has the habit of saying bitter
things with the most perfect sangfroid.
Often in his calmest moods he is the most
provoking to his opponents. He has a re¬

markable power of condensation, which
enables him to concentrate in a few words
what most men would require a Jong pro¬
cess of reasoning to express. His style is a

succession of sharp, glittering, stinging
sentences, full of venom and point-
flashes of lightning that dazzle and be¬
wilder, with occasional peals of thun¬
der that terrify and confuse. He rose to
reply to 31. de Fourtou, tbe Minister of (be
Interior, who had announced the approach¬
ing dissolution of the Chamber. He had
hardly uttered a word before he was inter-
rupted by Paul de Cassagnac, a man. by the
way, who is a bully by nature, and one of
the most dogmatic and violent persons that
ever sat in a parliamentary body. He is
entirely out of place in a deliberative as¬

sembly', for he has no control over his
temper, is insulting to all who differ with
him, and has not the# least regard for the
rules of debate. He is a tall, handsome
man, with the fiery, volcanic nature of tbe
region in which he was born, a good dresser,

a lover of strife, not wanting in courage, and
a polemical journalist of the first water.
His paper, Le Fays, makes up for its limit¬
ed circulation in its vehement denunciation
of political opponents, its vituperation of all
but Honapartist statesmen, and its scathing
personalities. He always has his hands full.
He is either pleading to"indictments for libel
or fighting duels. He must have tbe bump
of combativeness in its largest development.
He hates Gambetta, because he looks upon
him as the personification ot Republicanism,
and of the antipathies to Imperialism. The
Republican Deputy, in the opening of his
remarks, made a complimentary allusion to
M. Thiers. This provoked Cassagnac to ex¬

claim: "The same who callcd youa.mad-
man 1 " Gambetta said he understood tbe
tactics of M. Cassagnac. It was to interrupt
and embarrass him. This elicited a denial
and abusive response, with a call to
order from M. Grevy, the President.
Cassagnac insulted him with the re¬

mark^ that he was "The friend of scou'd-

drcls." At this M. de Grevy rose
with indignation, and protested against
the insult as unprecedented, threaten¬
ing to leave the chair if the Chamber did
nol assert its dignity and protect him in the
exercise of his functions. A unanimous
vote of censure was immediately pro¬
nounced against Cassagnac. After this tem¬
pestuous episode Gaufoctta resumed. He
denounced the dismissal of Jules Simon as

a clerical intrigue; that two days after be
bad denied the assertion of tbe Pope that
he wa3 a prisoner he was denounced by the
Vatican, and soon after the Ministry was

overthrown. " You dared to say," contin¬
ued Gambetta, " that what you did was for
the tranquillxzation of the country, but I
call to witness the Tact that the Press of
all Europe has denounced your conddct
as disloyal, unreasonable, and incendiary.
The enlightened opinion of universal
Europe condemns you. Your policy can

best .be described in. one word-rit
is equivocal. You -profess to govern
in the name of the Republic, and you
conspire its destruction. You call your¬
selves the friends of peace, and you pro¬
claim war!"- Wherever his antagonists
presented a weak point, there Gambetta as¬

sailed them. "When he finished his dis¬
course tbe Chamber was trembling with
conflicting emotions that rendered the fur¬
ther prosecution of business Jor that, day
impossible. The recent sessions have been
of a similar character. The Duke Decazes
i3 a cool, collected speaker, but even he
threw the Chamber into an excitement,
although he confined his remarks to the
foreign relations of the Government. Jules
Ferrv replied to him and his colleague, M.
Paris. He is no ordinary man. He is an?
eminent, lawyer and statesman, equally at
home at the bar and the tribune. He
avoids declamation and meretricious elo¬
quence, and seeks to convince and beat
down opDOsition. f< The policy just
enunciated" from the tribune," be said,
"is anti-Parliamentai^ and anti-Repub¬
lican. It is only constitutional in appear¬
ance, and is the struggle of personal against
parliamentary government. The Assembly
would have been singularly mistaken if it
had given to France, instead of a govern¬
ment, a personal chief forlife/' &c-^0-.
Leon Renault worked up the passions of £l»e
Chamber to a climax when, in a voice of
thunder, he exclaimed, "The Polignae
Cabinet was a fatal one for. Charles X. Ine
present one may be equally so for Marshal de
MacMabon." A crushing majority of 363
condemned the polity of the De Brogbe
Ministry, but it failed to prevent the
intended dissolution. France is in a

curious state. There is a deep-seated
animosity to the new Cabinet, an intense
indignation against; the crusade that has
been instituted for the suppression of free
speech, but it is restrained that *o

.
pre¬

text may be given for a resort to violent
measures. Tbe enemies of the Republic
would be delighted to have some justifiable
cause for the arrest of Gambetta and ot«ier

prominent Republicans, and thns throw
discredit on them. 'They will miss the op¬
portunity, as the Republicans are on their
guard, and are determined to triumph only
5y peaceful means. If the Cabinet were to
secure a majority of the .next Chamber it
would not profit them much, as it would be
composed of sucb discordant materials.
Bonapartist, Legitimist, Clerical, and Or-
leani&t.-that it could not bold together. It
would pot be possible to cari*y on tbe Gov*
eminent with such supporters. The coer¬
cive measures of tbe Ministry will produce

Republicans doubly sure.
M. Thiers (s the leader' under whom t&e

opposition now ralUe>. JEte is eighty years
of age, but he has IrosC bone of ht* mental
vigor.". Be takes an^Uye part in public
affairs, so far as attendance in the Chamber
and servicc on the committees goesj but he1
does not participate in the debates! on

merely political questions.': 'In his elegant
residence, on the Place St. George's, he
daily receives the most distinguished states¬
men of Europe, foreign diplomatists,, and
thcttite of the political sndliterary worktop
Paris. His new mansion cost nearly $300,-
000, two thirds of which was voted !jy the
Chambers as a compensation for the one

destroyed by the Communists. It is a tem¬
ple of art, literature, and, science* where;
men of genius of all nations find a cordial
welcome* Octogenarian as he is, M. Thiers
is a laborious student. He rises early, stu¬
dies late into the night, and always has
some task in hand. He is frugal in his pri¬
vate table, but .sumptuous in bis invited
dinners. He is an authority oh all the
questions of the day, and is consulted by
crowned heads as well as Republican Depu¬
ties. In his little body there is a wonderful
deaj of energy and activity. His mind is a
vast storehouse of wisdom and learning. He
loves to talk, but he talks as few men can,
for few have had the varied experience he
has bad, or lived through so much of his¬
tory. There may be some doubt about cer¬
tain phases of hi3 political career during the
reign of Louis Philippe, but; there can be
no question touching the'immense services
he rendered to France after the Franco-
Prussian war. More than anybody else h®
contributed to the restoration of the credit,
prosperity, and military power of France,
and her "reestablisbment among the great
Powers of Europe. The preservation of
peace and financial credit were his two lead-',
ing aims, and most happily did he consum¬
mate them.

Some time. since: an in¬
telligent woman about sixty years of age,
neatly dressed and of fine appearance,

Having met Dr. Taylor, 1 thought I could
vouch for a striKing family resemblance of
which she boasted. Dr. Burrows says she
is an 4< Impostor, of whom I have heard at
least a dozen times, playing the same game
of fraud. Dr. Taylor had no such daughter,
and there is not, and never has been, any
such member of my church ; nor can 1 find
any one here whoever heard of her."

Heard he interviewed six
backward members, but he denied to me his
having used money in Mr. Grover's interest.

testified : It was generally rumored 31r.
Goldsmith was brought from Portland to
secure Mr. Grover's election.
G. M. Johns testified : ne had a conversa¬

tion in the presence of Mr. Goldsmith in
relation to six Democrats who refused to
go into caucus. It was stated they probably
wanted money. The question was raised
as to how much they would require t<j cease
their opposition to Mr. Grover. Some one

said §6,000. Next morning Mr. Goldsmith
said the matter had been fixed, and there
would be an election that day. Mr. Gold-*
smith and Mr. Smith, a brother-in-law of
Mr. Grover, were mentioned as those who
would furnish the required money.

General Grant Made to Keep His
Place..Mr. G. W". Smalley writes to the
New York Tribune :

General Grant dined on

that evening with the Prince of "Wales at
Marlborough House in company with a

number of distinguished personages, l am

grieved to have to say.or whether I am

President was not conceded on this occa¬
sion. General Grant went out to dinner
among the last. Nearly every person of
rank who was present went before him;
Mr. Pierrepont himself, I am told, had to
march in front of his hero. But I hope the
friendly relations between the two coun¬
tries may not be imperilled by this unlucky
incident.

Reckless Destruction* of Forests..
The London Spectator of June 16th says :

"The evidence that .the gTeat floods which
have from time to. time during the last half
century been so destructive in Switzerland
and in many districts of Prance and Italy
have been mainly caused by the felling of
the forests on the high grounds appears to
be overwhelming. In the Department
of the «.Loire especially it was uni¬
versally remarked that the wooded grounds
suffered no change, while in the de¬
nuded districts the whole soil of cleared and
cultivated fields was swept away and the
rocks laid bare. The same was seen in the
Upper Rhine in 1868. The clearings in the
province of the Ardtiche have produced the
most melancholy result? within the last
thirty years, one third of its area having
become barren ; and new torrents had, in
1842, destroyed 70,000 acres of good
land, an evil which has*^>ecn going on
ever since that time. Toe uenudatica of
the crests of tbe Yosgej has done
infinite barm in Alsace. Many places
in Provence, rich and inhabited half

a century ago, have become deserts. Thou¬
sands of torrents have been formed within
the last dozen years on the southern flank
of the Piedraontese Alps and in Dauphiny,
and grassy slopes have been ^converted into
stony chasms by the cutting of the woods
above. In the Department of the Lower
A1 pa, between 1842 pnd, 1852, 61,000 acres
went out of cultivation from this cause.
In Italy the demand" for Italian iron J
during tbe wars of Napoleon I., the trade
with England being cut off, necessitated
vast cuttings of wood for fuel, aiufi the ef¬
fects are felt to this day, espttciajly iq the
valley of the Po. In fact, there - Is Bcarcely
a country on the continent of Europe in
which the reckless destruction of forest has
not been admitted, both in popular belief
and by the verdict of Science, to have been
the cause of misery of the amount of which
the majority.even of well-informed persons
in England have little. conception."

The Governor of Virginia has appointed
me a member of tbe Board of Visitors of
the Virginia Military Institute. I have held
this office over a year, and my tern has now
nearly a year to run. By the terms of our
statute (Code of 1873, chapter 31, sections
2, 3, 4, &c.) the Board of .Visitors are de¬
clared to be a corporation, whereof the
Adjutant-General is a constituent element

" ea>officio,'f and they are undoubtedly, in
my judgment, officers of the Common¬
wealth, with very considerable powers en¬

trusted to them and duties imposed upon
them in the administration of an institution
on a State. .foundation* Not content with
ray own opinion on this matter, and un¬

willing to appear to evade my duty as a

citizen on a mere technicality, I have taken
the opinion of eminent counsel in this mat¬
ter, and find they concur with my view.
As illustrative of this case, I respectfully

refer you to the very recent rulings touch-
ing a centennial commissioner acting as elec¬
tor. The commissioner was held to be a

Federal officer, although he was a mere rep¬
resentative of the "Government in a private
corporation. The Military Institute is State
property, and its Visitors represent no pri¬
vate interests.

. It is true that I might resign as a member
of the Board of Visitors ; but. I do not feel
at liberty to abdicate this public trust which
I have accepted to assume another; and in
this case, as I am an alumnus of the Insti¬
tute, the duty is perhaps more imperative
to remain where I am. To this course I
more readily consent, because I know your
honorable Board will find no difficulty in
procuring a substitute whose eligibility is
beyond question, and who in every respect
will be worthy or this honor.
